This  Church  was  cratliercd  in  Charlestown,  on  the 
28th  of  May,  I^^m).  Jhivini;  first  «;iven  themselves  to 
the  Lord,  and  then  to  each  other,  hy  the  will  of  God, 
eiio;j<rin<,'  to  walk  toi;othor  in  all  the  appointments  oi 
their  Lord  and  Master,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  they  im- 
hodied  themselves  into  a  liaptist  Church.  Their  names 
were  Thomiis  Gould,  Thomas  Oshorne,  Edward  Drink- 
er, John  (Jeorire,  Richard  Goodhali,  \Villiam  Turner, 
Rohert  Lamhert,  Mary  (Joodhall,  Mary  Newell. 

This  was  considered  a  most  unprece«lented  and  un- 
justifiahle  act,  hy  the  rulers,  and  most  of  the  people  in 
^VLi.ssacliusetts,  who  accordingly  dcnounceil  them  as 
disturhers  of  the  peace,  as  heretics,  ^cc,  and  they  soon 
passcil  a  law,  orderini^  them  to  depart  out  of  their  juris- 
diction. And  nothiui^  was  so  disai,'n*»\'ihle  and  danger- 
ous, in  th»Mr  vi(?w.  as  the  sentinn'tits  of  these  Baptists, 
altlioui^li  in  all  ntlier  resprrts  they  were  acknow Irdm'd 
to  Ih;  most  worthy  Christians,  and  as  holy,  watchful, 
and  heavenly  peo|)le  as  any  in  the  worM. 

A  law  had  l>een  passed,  at  an  early  perio«l,  forl>iddini: 
any  persons  to  form  a  ('hurch,  or  to  meet  together  for 
divine  service,  without  the  consent  of  the  nitii^isl rale, 
rnder  this  law,  on  the  'JOth  of  August,  not  three  months 
after  the  Haptists  had  formed  themselves  into  a  church, 
and  l)effan  to  meet  and  w»)rship  hy  themselves,  a  warrant 
was  issued  by  Ricliaid  Russell,  I'sq.,  t<»  llie  constable  in 
Charlestown,  requirini;  him,  in  his  majesty's  name,  to 
labor  to  <liscover  wheie  these  people  were  asseinhl'Ml, 
and  to  re(|uire  them  to  attend  the  establisheil  worship, 
which,  if  they  rrlu'^.-d   to  do,  he  was  to  return  their 


names  and  place  of  abode  to  the  next  magistrate.  In 

roMsoquenro  wliercof  they  were  brouirht  before  the 
Ccurt  of  Assistants,  to  whom  they  fxhibiled  d  confes- 
sion of  their  lUith,*  in  September,  It  ••'). 

\N'e  sh«)uld  hardly  tliink  there  was  any  thin^  in  it 
which  could  endanj^er  the  peace  and  safety  of  the  com- 
munity, and  indeed  the  Court  did  not  pretend  to  find 
fault  with  any  article  excojU  tliat  which  made  immersed 
believers  the  only  fit  subjects  of  a  visible  Church  of 
Christ. 

This,  in  fact,  was  the  main  point  on  which  their  dif- 
ferences turned,  and  continues  to  be  so,  between  I3a])tisl3 
and  Pedobaptists,  at  the  present  day. 

The  founders  of  tliis  Church  could  not  sco  tliat  any 
but  practical  believers,  who  had  been  ])aptized  upon  a 
profession  of  th<:ir  faith,  could  be  visible  members  of 
the  Church  of  Christ. 

On  this  account,  they  were  hi^lily  criminal  in  the 
view  of  our  worthy  forefathers,  as  the  prevalence  of 
such  senlinienis  would  tend  to  the  subversion  of  their 
Church  order. 

The  Court  of  Assistants,  therefore,  cliariied  tliem  to 
desist  from  what  ihev  called  I'heir  sdiismatical  practice. 
But  because  they  ilid  not  see  fit  to  renounce  their  faith, 
they  were  summon<'d  to  appear  before  the  General 
Court,  and  notwithstandini^  their  confession  of  faith 
they  there  prt'sent<'d,  the  fullowim^  sentence  was  ]iassed  ; 
that,  Thomas  d'ould,  ^Villiam  Turner,  Thomas  C)sborne, 
Kdward  PrinkiT  and  .lohn  fH'ori;«\  such  of  them  as 
w»!re  free  men  \o  be  dislVanrhised.  and  all  of  thern  to  be 
committed  to  prison,  until  the  d'eneral  Ct>urt  take  fur- 
ther order  with  them. 

On  the  17tli  of  April,  the  year  followini:,  thev  were 
ai^in  indicteil  belore  the  county  court  at  Canibri(l:;e.  lor 
absenting,'  thcmselv«'s  from  nublic  worship,  ami  when 
they  asserteil  that  they  steadily  attended  ."^uch  worship, 
(meanint^  in  thi'ir  own  church.)  they  convicted  them  of 
hii,'})  presumption.  fJould,  Osborne  and  Geoii,'e,  the 
tliree  puncipal  brethren,  were  fined  four  pouiuls  each,

and  ordcrod  to  hind  t]i<*rn«;elvos  in  a  bond  of  twontv 
pounds  e:ich,  lor  llicir  ajipeurance  at  the  Court  ol"  As- 
sistants. 

Tliis  they  refused  to  do,  and  were  therefore  connmitted 
to  prison,  and  were  denied  the  privilege  of  speakinj^ 
even  in  self-defence. 

Th*?  Mav  followinir,  the  (leneral  Court  ordered  that 
Thonnas  (iould,  William  Turner  and  John  Farnuin, 
should,  before  the  July  coming,  remove  out  of  their  ju- 
risdiction ;  and  if  they  were  seen  in  any  part  of  it,  after 
that  time,  without  license  from  the  Court  or  Council, 
they  were  to  be  thrown  into  prison,  and  were  therefore 
commanded  lo  prfji.ire  to      into  l)iinishment. 

The  Church  now  c(ui>i>t<'(l  of  about  rii;!itf'«Mi  mem- 
bers. 

(iould  and  bis  associates  seemed  determined  to  sulfer 
imprisonment,  rather  than  {^o  into  exile,  and  their  un- 
happy case  e.xcited  the  coinpassion  of  many  who  di(i 
not  think  witli  them  in  senUment,  both  in  Klurope  and 
America  ;  and  letters  of  remonstrance  were  sent  to  their 
j)ersecutors  from  Ped(jba])tist3  in  Kni^land,  to  jirevail 
U[)on  them  to  desist  from  their  persecutions,  but  they 
did  not  produce  the  ellrct  that  was  e.\j)ected. 

The  sentence  of  banishment  was  sullered  to  r«*m.iin 
in  full  force  ;  tliey  were  liabb*  to  be  appreheiuled  if  louinl 
within  their  jurisdiction,  at  any  time  alter  tiu"  J'lth  of 
July,  lOtiS. 

It  does  not  appear  that  Gould  and  Ku>s»'ll  u  ere  both 
considered  preachers  at  the  sam«?  tiiiu". 

A  number  of  brethren  met  rei^ularly,  once  a  week,  at 
Noddle  s  Island,  (now  I\ast  I)Ost(tn.)  at  tlie  house  «>f  Mr. 
Gouhf,  wh«*n,  proI)ably.  lie  was  the  principal  speaker. 

Whrn  the  wi'athrr  w.is  unple.is.\nt.  tin*  bret)ir»"n  resi- 
dinij  at  and  about  Woburn,  assembled  and  attended  the 
ministry  of  elder  Hussell,  a  ^rdcit^m,  wise,  and  holy 
man.    V^rom  these  men  arose  the  Church  in  Woburn. 

The  spirit  of  perserution  still  continued.  Khirr  Kus- 
8cll  and  his  son,  ami  brother  Foster,  were  thrown  into 
prison,  and  confined  tliere  for  ne.irly  six  months. 

On  the  'Jutlj  of  M.iy,  1»'.7J,  the  (H*neral  (^nlrt  ordered 
their  law  tK)oks  to      revised,  and  inserted  another  act, 
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scntpncinj^  to  banishment  every  person  who  should 
openly  oj)pos<»,  or  oondt-rnn  the  h;ipli/.iriii;  of  inUmts.^ 

Thus  the  liiijjtists  continued  to  I'e  exposed  to  perse- 
cution, aiul  two  ot"  them,  'I'runibel  and  Osborne  were, 
in  1073,  fined  twenty  shillings  each,  for  withdrawing 
from  the  public  (that  is  the  established)  meetintrs. 

Hut  this  year,  Mr.  John  Leveret,  who  had  all  along 
been  opposed  to  the  measures  used  ajjainst  the  Bapti.sts, 
was  chosen  governor,  and  they  were  permitted  to  enjoy 
their  liberty  lor  nearly  six  years. 

In  October,  lii75,  Mr.  Ciould  died,  just  ten  years  after 
the  Church  was  constituted,  and  Isaac  Hull  and  Elder 
Russell  became  the  pastors  of  the  Church,  assisted  in 
tlirir  labors,  during  two  or  three  years,  by  Mr.  Joim 
Miles,  wlio  was  one  of  the  two  thousand  ministers 
ejected  from  their  livings  in  England,  in  If'eri, 

Mr.  (j'ould  pro\ed  an  eminent  instrument  in  the  hand 
of  the  Lord,  for  the  carrying  on  ol  this  good  work  of  God 
in  its  weak  beginnings. 

The  Church  under  the  occasional  labors  of  ^fessrs. 
Russell,  Hull  and  Miles,  had  become  so  large,  that  they 
agreed  to  divide  into  two  Churches,  but  in  January, 

•  A  few  years  previous  to  this,  ihree  men  from  !Vewi>ort,  R.  I., 
being  on  a  visit  to  lh«*ir  (r'wuiU  in  Lynn,  were  iipprflit mlcd,  by  i»ub- 
!ir  nnlhority,  while  aUmdnifj  tlivnie  ht  rvice  ul  tli»*  h<»ii!»i'  ol  Mr. 
\Viner,  and  the  nrxt  «hi)  srnl  to  jiri.son.  About  a  lorUii^hl  afirr- 
wards,  the  Court  rr(|uir«  (l  each  of  ihi-in  to  pny  his  fine,  vr  to  be 
whippi'd.  ()m*  i>f  thciM  wa.s  uM«T\\  ard-i  n  li  ased,  thr  (inr  of'  the 
other  was  puicJ  by  his  trirn<ls,  without  knowlcdjrc  ;  but  the  third, 
by  the  name  of  Obadiah  llo|in«-.«4,  was  whippi  il,  tliirly  striprs,  and 
in  riurh  an  unni'-rciliil  manner,  lliat  in  many  du)s,  if  riot  »(<ine 
weeks,  }»e  rould  take  no  re.st  but  as  he  hiy  upon  his  kiu  ca  ond  «1- 
t)ows  ;  not  l)«  nip  able  tu  touch  the  bed  wlicrcon  he  lay,  with  any 
p.irt  ol"  hi.s  lK)fly,  on  a«'C(>unt  of  the  sulferines  tliereol". 

With  a  threc-cordeil  whip,  he  was  ino>*t  cnn  My  scourifrd,  for  no 
(tlher  crime  than  that  of  den>  in^  that  inranls  ou;:)it  to  br  baptized. 
Thr  names  of  the  other  twi»  thai  were  iinpri'«iMK  d  and  fined /or  the 
name  otrencr,  werr  John  lf:i/r|  ami  John  Spur.  A  i'einaie, nl«o,  by 
the  name  of  Moody,  wai  compelled  to  fler  lor  safely. 

'I  hry  Were  not  alli>wed  to  live  in  peace,  but  evcr>*  effort  \vim 
mad**  to  »u|)pre4H  them.  St)me  they  whipped,  some  ihev  finctl, 
some  tliey  impri-oned,  and  some  they  banMhe«1.  And  wurrants 
were  issued  out  iiirriinHt  person*,  w  hose  only  crime  was  showing 
•omc  emoti<Mi  of  sympathy  towards  these  innocent  sullerers. 
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167S,  they  resolved  to  unite  and  erect  a  place  of  worship 
in  Boston,  having,  for  fourteen  years,  been  destitute  of  a 
house  for  public  worship,  durint^  which  lime  they  met 
for  worship  in  their  dwelling  housos  in  Charlcstown, 
Boston  and  Noddle's  Ishmd. 

Before  the  meetini^  house  was  finished,  Ciovernor 
Leveret  died,  and  lornipr  measures  of  severity  w  rre  re- 
newed aijaiiist  the  ]iaj)tisls. 

On  the  loth  of  February,  1670,  the  Church  met  in 
their  house  for  the  ]irst  time.  It  was  located  at  the  cor- 
ner of  what  is  now  called  Stillman  and  Salem  Streets. 

But  our  brethren  were  not  loni^  permitted  to  assenible 
in  their  new  house.  'I'he  (ieneral  Court  passed  a  law 
in  the  May  foUowinjr,  that  no  person  should  erect  or 
viake  }ise  of  a  house  for  public  worship,  williout  license 
from  the  autliorities,  under  tlie  penally  that  the  house 
and  land  on  which  it  stood,  should  be  forfeited.  In  con- 
8e(iuence  of  this,  they  refrained  from  meeting  in  their 
house  until  an  order  was  received  from  the  kini;,  re- 
quirine;  "that  lil)erty  of  conscience  shouhl  be  allowed 
to  all  protestants,"  an<l  lliat  none  ?lioiiKl  "be  subjected 
to  fmes  and  forleitures  for  not  a^reemi^  in  the  con^'rei,'a- 
tional  way." 

Notice  heinjj  thus  received  of  the  kinf^'s  pleasure,  they 
met  attain  in  their  liouse. 

lUit  they  }»ad  not  assemblfnl  but  three  or  four  times  in 
their  house,  before  the  Court  ordered  the  marshal  to  nail 
up  the  doors,  whicli  he  acconliuijly  did,  on  the  ^th  of 
^Iarch,  l«»b().  putting  a  paper  I  hereon,  which  said  .  —  "All 
persons  are  to  take  notice,  that  by  order  of  llie  Court, 
the  doors  of  this  liouse  are  shut,  and  that  they  are  in- 
hibited to  hold  any  meetini^s  therein,  or  to  open  tlie 
doors  thereof,  without  license  from  the  authorities,  till 
the  Cf)urt  take  furtlier  order,  as  they  will  answer  tl^e 
contrary  at  their  peril.'' 

Next  Lord's  day,  therefore,  the  ('hurch  met  in  the 
yard,  and  the  ensuing  week  erected  a  temporary  cover- 
ing ;  but  commit  the  second  Lord's  day,  tin  y  found 
the  doors  of  the  luuise  opened,  and  they  continuetl  to 
meet  in  it  till  the  (iener.il  (^1urt  met.  in  the  month  of 
Alay  followinjj,  when,  having  been  admonished  in  open 
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Court,  by  the  fJovornor,  Simon  Bradstreet,  an^l  chart^od 
not  to  meet  in  their  Infuse,  they  were  (li.sniisse(j,  and  tlie 
Court  ai^reeil  to  suspend  any  lurlher  jjroc  eedinj^s  a^'ain>t 
them. 

Thus  our  brethren  were  left,  for  a  \v]jile  at  least,  to 
worship  (Jod  as  thfv  chose,  althoui^h  the  law  forbade 
them. 

On  the  "Jlst  of  December,  IHRO.  in  less  than  one  vear 
after  the  nie<-lini:  house  was  opened,  it  pleased  th^  Lord 
to  remove  Iroiii  this  scene  of  suflerini,',  llifir  belo\ed 
pastor,  KIder  .lohn  Russell. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  Russell,  the  (^hurch  appointed 
Ellis  (\illender,  to  aid  in  carrying;  on  their  worsliij)  in 
the  forenoon,  and  Kdwaid  Drinker  to  officiate  in  the  al- 
ternoon,  in  the  absence  of  KIder  Hull. 

'J'o  narrate  the  suflerinirs  that  tlie  Haptists  endured  in 
defence  of  their  principles,  durini;  twtdve  or  fifteen  years, 
would  till  a  volume.  These  sulleiinjrs,  however,  by  the 
kind  providence  ol  God,  were  at  length  brought  to  a 
close. 

Mr.  Miles  died  I'ebruarv  'Ad,  D".*^;";. 

Previous  to  the  year  h-'^l,  the  ("hurch,  in  consequence 
of  the  aire  and  inlirmity  of  I'Jder  Hull,  had  written  to 
En;?land  for  an  assistatit  pastor,  and  obtainetl  a  man  by 
the  name  of  John  Kmblem,who  continued  in  that  otfice 
till  about  the  year  1        when  he  died. 

The  Church  then  applied  to  KuLjland  airain  f 'r  help, 
but  as  they  could  obt.tm  none,  they  called  Mr.  I'lhs  C.il- 
lender  lo  ln'come  their  pastor,  (who.  when  the  Church 
was  destitute  of  a  past<»r,  had  br»Mi  "princij>il  spr.ikf^r 
amoni;  them  for  about  thirty  years. ") 

He  was  ordaineii  in  17()H.  He  continued  in  the  pas- 
toral office,  hiclily  honored  and  esteemed,  for  more  ilian 
ten  years. 

His  son,  Klisha  Call»Muler,  l)ecame  his  successor  in 
the  pastoral  ollice.  He  liad  received  a  liberal  eilucation 
in  HarvartI  C'olle«^e,  and  fjmduated  in  the  year  1710.  He 
was  baptized,  and  received  into  the  Church,  Aui^usl 
lOth,  ni.'l,  and  ordained  to  the  solemn  work  of  the  min- 
istrv,  May  'J  1st.  171^. 

The  ordination  of  Mr.  Callender  was  an  interesting 
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event,  on  account  of  its  having  bren  attenrfed  by  those 
very  ministers,  who,  a  few  years  bofore,  hid  used  iheir 
influence  to  drive  llie  Baptists  out  of  tlie  Colony. 

So  wonderful  was  tlie  chanije  which  had  already  hern 
effected  in  the  jni])lic  sentiment,  that  Or.  Increase  Ma- 
ther, an(i  Cotton  -M  ather,  and  Mr.  John  Wehh,  three  prin- 
cipal cleri^yme!!  of  this  town,  in  the  Con<:rei,'alional 
order,  at  the  recjuest  of  the  Church,  not  only  aj^reed  to 
the  settlement  of  Mr.  Callender,  but  ])erformed  the  prin- 
cipal services  on  the  occasion,  and  that  too,  in  the  very 
house  which  had  been  once  nailed  up  by  the  authority 
of  the  town. 

Every  thini;  seemed  to  be  in  a  prosperous  train  during^ 
the  whole  of  Mr.  Callender's  ministry;  almost  every 
month  additions  were  made  to  llie  Church,  and  a  bro.id 
fotindation  laid  for  its  future  enlarjjement.  But  in  the 
midst  of  life  and  uselulness,  Mr.  Callender  was  arrested 
by  disease,  and  removed  from  liis  heloved  flock. 

On  the  *2()th  of  January,  IT.'^^,  he  preach»'d  his  last 
sermon,  from  the  te.xl,  "  Blessed  are  all  they  that  put 
their  trust  in  him." 

His  last  advice  to  the  Church  was,  "Away  with  luke- 
warmness;  away  with  remissness  in  alterulinsj  the  house 
of  prayer;  live  in  jieace,  that  the  Ood  of  love  aiid  peace 
may  })e  with  you  ;  improve  your  time,  for  your  standini^ 
in  the  Cliurcli  in  shnrl  :  and  that  is  the  way  to  jirepare 
f  »r  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  litjht." 

He  died  on  the  31  st  day  of  March,  173*^,  in  the  twen- 
tieth year  of  his  ministry. 

His  life  was  unspottrd,  and  his  conversation  ahs  avs 
afl'alde,  relii(ious,  and  truly  manly.  l>urin«;  his  lon:^  ill- 
ness he  was  reinarkal>lv  pati»-nt.  arui  in  his  last  hours, 
like  the  blessed  above.  I  sli.ill,"  said  lie,  "  .sleep  in 
Ji'sMs,"  and  tijat  moment  expired. 

He  was  the  first  of  the  pastors  of  this  Cliurch.  and 
the  first  B;\plist  mini>^ter  wlio  received  a  collei^e  ciluca- 
tion  in  this  serliofi  of  t)ie  rountry. 

After  the  death  of  Mr  Callender,  the  Church  wrote 
to  Knijland  for  Mr.  Jeremiah  Condy,  to  become  their 
pastor ;  in  the  n»»Mn  time  the  pulpit  wa.s  supplied  by  dif- 
ferent ministers. 
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yU.  Condv's  answer  signified  his  acceptance  of  the 
call;  he  was  accordingly  ordained  on  the  l  lth  oT  Feh- 
runry,  1 

In  171.'},  a  nnmber  of  the  members  of  this  Church 
\\  itlidrew.  and  formed  the  becof)»l  Cliurch  in  Boston. 

Mr.  Condy  r(*.sii:n<-d  liis  pastoral  ollice  Aujjtist,  1701, 
after  which  he  retired  to  a  ))rivate  blation,  and  tlird  in 
1708,  a^«*d  fifly-niiK?  years,  twenty-five  of  wliich  he  was 
pastor  of  tliis  Church. 

The  next  person  who  sustained  that  olTice  was  the 
eminent  and  ))eloved  Sarnuel  Stillman.  lie  was  public- 
ly installed,  January  'Jth.  17()r),  just  one  hundred  years 
from  the  formation  of  the  Church  in  Charlestown. 

I)urin«^  the  occupancy  of  this  town  by  the  liritish 
troops,  in  the  year  1775,  the  Church  was  in  a  dispersed 
condition.  Mr.  Stillman,  witli  his  family,  removed  to 
I'hiladclphia,  \n  here  they  resided  for  more  than  a  year. 
}Ie  relumed  tlu;  *Jd  of  June,  177i»,  and  the  few  brethren 
remainini,'  here,  attain  a.ssembled  in  the  house,  which 
was  r»*i,'uhirly  opened  for  public  worship,  on  Lord's  days. 
durini(  the  wh(de  of  the  war,  when  most  of  tlie  other 
meeting  houses  in  the  town  were  shut. 

When  about  the  a^e  ol  twelve  or  Iburteen,  and  while 
resiiliui^  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  young  Stillman  was 
l)rought  to  the  knowledge  of  Christ,  as  his  Saviour,  un- 
der the  ministry  ol'  the  Hew  Mr.  Hart,  Baptist  minis'<'r 
in  that  city,  lie  early  rec»Mved  an  academical  educa- 
tion, and  bring  decidedly  piolis,  and  possessing  ph*asing 
talents  for  the  ministry,  he  commenced  public  speaking 
^vhon  al)()Ut  tin*  i\i^r  oi'  twenty. 

His  popular  ami  f<'rvid  manner  of  address  soon  brought 
him  into  hi^h  estimation.  \Vhen  he  first  visited  lioston, 
having  enterf'd  by  the  south  i)art  of  the  town,  so  few 
were  the  Hajitists.  that  he  fo\ind  it  dilhcult  to  learn  tlie 
residence  of  tin*  Krv.  Mr.  lituind.  thru  tiic  only  liaptist 
ministrr  in  Boston. 

Hr.  Stillman's  ministry  was  h>ng  and  ])r(»sperous.  Ho 
had  always  pr.iy<*d  that  his  lil»*  ami  usrtulncss  mii,'ht 
end  toi;»»thfr.  Accorilinijly,  th^  measure  ol  his  »!ays 
bring  full,  his  course  finished,  and  his  wtuk  donr,  it 
pleased  the  l..ord,  after  detaining  him  only  two  Sabbaili.s 
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from  the  pulpit,  to  take  him  to  himself,  on  Woilnesday, 
the  IC'th  (l:iy  of  Mart  li,  I'-IJT.  On  the  Monday  followmi^, 
his  reMKiins  were  convt'veel  to  the  nu*t*lini,'  liouse.  and, 
afier  an  appropriate  discourse  by  the  Kev.  I)r  Baldwin, 
were  followed  to  the  i^rave  by  his  bereaved  family  and 
flock,  and  a  ^reat  numher  of  citizens. 

Durini^  some  of  the  l  ist  years  of  his  ministry,  he  was 
permiH»'d  to  witness  a  revival  of  relii;i(m  of  ^roater  ex- 
tent and  power  than  had  blessed  tiiis  town  since  the 
memorable  period  of  17  ID.  As  this  was  the  first  season 
of  special  mercy  that  this  town  enjoyed  in  the  early 
part  of  the  present  century,  and  as  it  ^^•as  the  first  in  the 
series  of  revivals  that  have  since  followed,  its  history  is 
now  become  a  m;ilter  of  deep  interest.  In  the  Ha])tist 
Mai^^a/ine  of  ISOi  and  T),  this  work  is  thus  described  : 

"  A  special  seriousness  made  its  appearance  in  both 
Baptist  churches  early  in  1S03.  Its  lirst  indications 
were  a  solemn  stillness,  antl  a  deep,  fixed  attention  on  the 
Sabbath.  The  work  gradually  continued  to  extend  from 
"Week  to  week,  throui;h  two  or  three  years."  \VI»al  are 
now  known  as  iiupiiry  meetini,'s  were  not  then  insti- 
tuted ;  but  there  was  what  amounted  to  the  same  thini;. 

"  It  has  been  usual,  during;  the  fall,  winter  and  sjirini^ 
months,"  says  the  Mai^a/.ine,  "  while  the  cvimin^s  were 
sudicienlly  Ion*;,  for  the  ]i(?ople  to  tarry  alter  the  bless- 
in;;,  ami  frequently  st»me  minister  jii»*sent  has  a^ain 
addressed  them.  Sometimes  tw<^  or  three  have  spoken 
ami  prayed.  This  custdiii  seemed  to  arise  out  of  the 
feelings  of  the  people.  Tbey  appeared  loath  to  leave 
the  plare.  There  is  no  doubt  but  they  would  have 
tarried  until  midnii;hl,  had  the  exhortations  been  con- 
tinued." The  number  {gathered  into  the  First  Church 
was  127;  into  tln'  Second,  1"^^).  "  Although  these  two 
societies  have  been  the  principal  sharers  in  the  work," 
Bays  the  Mai^azine,  "it  has  not  been  c»)nfine(l  to  them. 
Persons  from  almost  every  society  in  town,  ami  num- 
Iwrs  from  the  adjacent  towns,  have  fiequenlly  attended 
on  our  lectures;  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that 
many  have  reajied  s.ivini:  advantai^'es. 

The  work  w  ai  -.iji'.  ai.d  wil.iotji  ronfu*iorj.  The 
gospel  preached  was  principally  blessed.    Mmost  rrtry 
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thing  setmcd  to  preach.  The  converts  generally  had  a 
(it'cp  sense  of  Oie  depravity  of  their  own  hearts  ;  of  tlie 
inhuite  evil  of  mii,  as  committed  against  a  lioly  (,<  <!. 
It  reclaimed  the  j)rol"ane  swearer,  tlie  ^'ambler,  and  the 
Sabbath  breaker.  It  made  the  youn^'  men  '  solder  nnn- 
ded.'" 

After  the  decease  of  Dr.  Stillman,  the  Church  invit<.-d 
IMr.  Joseph  Clay  to  become  their  pastor,  which  he  ac- 
cepted, arid  was  installed  on  the  third  Wednesday  in 
Auijust.  1S()7.  Ur  continued  with  tlie  Church  till'  the 
beginning  of  November,  1^0^,  when,  agreeably  w  ith  his 
previous  ent^agemeiit,  he  left  them,  and  sailed  for  Sa- 
vannah, the  place  of  his  nativity,  exjiecting  to  return  to 
them  in  the  spring.  Bui  soon  after,  finding  his  health 
declininj^,  he  obtained  a  dismission  from  his  j>aslural 
change,  in  October,  l^Od. 

On  the  1 1  til  of  January,  1^11,  after  a  long  and  tedious 
illness,  during  which  he  manifested  much  Christian  for- 
titude, he  ftdl  asleep  in  Jesus,  in  the  forty-seventh  year 
of  his  ai;e. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  Clay,  nearly  five  years  elapsed 
before  the  Churdi  was  supplied  with  another  settled 
minister. 

On  the  30lh  of  >[arch,  1^1  1,  Mr.  James  Mannini: 
Winchell  was  installed  into  the  pastoral  ollice  of  this 
Church  and  conjjre^ation. 

As  a  devoted  Christian,  a  beloved  pastor,  and  faithful 
minister  of  the  New  'I'estament,  it  might  be  well  said 
of  him,  "  He*  was  a  burning  and  a  shinini;  light."  Ihit 
in  the  midst  of  his  usefulness  and  vit'or,  he  uas  called 
to  enter  into  his  rest,  February  J'J.  ISJO,  a^rd  twenty- 
eight  years. 

In  ihe  year  1^21,  l\ev.  Francis  Wayland.  Jr.,  was  or- 
dained pastor  of  lliis  Church.  He  was  an  able  minister 
of  Christ,  and  has  Fince  become  the  eHicit-nt  Fresident 
of  lirow  n  Fniversity.  He  resigned  his  olficc  in  1 
and  wa.s  succeedrd  by  I\ev.  Cyrus  I'ilt  (irovesrior,  in 
January,  lS-7,  w  ho  was  pastor  nearly  four  y«Mrs. 

In  l^^.'S,  the  new  house  was  elected  at  the  corner  of 
Hanover  and  rni«)n  Streets. 

In  1S30,  Kev.  C  V.  Grovesnor  resigned  his  charge. 
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The  Church  beins:  a^ain  destitute  of  a  pastor,  pre- 
sented to  the  Kev.  William  Haj^ue  a  unaninious  call  to 
accept  of  the  ofhce,  with  which  he  complied,  and  was 
installed  February  Tnh.  1*531,  in  whom  the  Cliurch  were 
happily  united  lor  about  six  years.  He  then  received  a 
call  Irom  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  IVovidence,  to 
become  their  pastor,  and  considerin*;  it  his  duty  to  ac- 
cept, asked  liis  dismission,  w  hich  was  accordini^ly  ^'rant- 
ed in  June,  1^37. 

The  Cliurch  then  invited  the  Kev.  Rollin  Hervey 
TS'eale  to  assume  the  ministerial  char;;e  of  the  Church 
and  Society,  of  which  lie  accepted,  and  was  installetl  on 
^Vednesday,  the  'J7th  of  S«'ptember,  1S37. 

Since  the  settlement  of  our  present  pastor,  four  liun- 
dred  and  fiftv-nine  ha\e  been  received  into  the  Church 
bv  baptism.  Ouriui:  tlic  pa>t  year  ( 1  "^  I  J)  a  very  power- 
ful revival  of  relii^ion  has  been  experienced  in  this  city. 
Two  hundred  and  seventy-four  have  been  added  to  our 
number  in  the  ordinance  of  baptism.  Of  these  a  large 
proportion  are  heads  of  families,  business  men  in  the 
vit;or  of  life,  stroiii;,  active  and  enterprisinj^.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  sint^iiif;  choir  have  been  nearly  all  hopefully 
converted.  Many  of  the  children  in  the  Sal)hath  school 
liave  shared  in  the  fjood  work,  and  are  now  t;ratefully 
siui^in*^  hosannas  to  the  son  of  David.  The  labors  of 
Kev.  Mr.  Knapp,  an  evangelist  of  much  celebrity,  have 
been  very  successful  in  the  promotion  of  this  revival. 
No  other  instrumentalities  have  been  employed  than 
the  faithful  and  cniitinuous  preaching' of  the  j^osjiel  from 
day  to  ilay,  for  ab*)ut  three  months,  united  with  the  ear- 
nest prayers  of  tlie  peciple  of  (jod.  Christians  have  iip* 
peared  to  posses.s  a  deeper  sense  of  their  individual  re- 
Bjionsihililies,  and  have  labored  more  directly  for  the 
conversion  of  souls,  perhaps  than  in  former  years. 

There  is  at  the  present  time  nn  inti-restln^  state  of 
relif^ious  fe»dinij  in  the  (,'hurch  ;  and  our  jirayer  is  that 
the  mercy  of  the  Loni  may  abound  towards  us  yet  more 
and  more,  that  we  may  rejoice  and  be  glad  all  oar  days.
